Hen­ 
derson. where she remained until this 
afternoon at 1:30 o’clock, when the 
qualifying of the jury was taken up 
by the court.

| dr*w Tobani, 24 years old, gave him- 
J self up to the local police as a fugitive | 
from justice. 
He “surrendered’’

Broad street station the other evening. I 
after the detective department 
had 
been bombarded with a number of tole ; 
phone messages instructing the offi­ 
cials to be on the lookout for a man 
of Tobani's description. 
These mea 
sages, it was learned, were sent by 
Tobani himself. 
Upon being slated at 
the central station the man gave the 
name of William Jackson, under which 
he claims to have enlisted 
in 
the 
United States army at Fort Sam Hous 
ton, Texas, as a member of the Fifth 
cavalry. 
It was for an 
offense 
committed 
while a soldier at that post that TJo- 
bani claims he was imprisoned in Fort 
Leavenworth, after an 
unfair 
trial,
